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REMARKS 

Applicant has amended claims 1 and 13, and has cancelled claims 21-22 without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, claims 1-20 are presently pending. 

Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over 
Applicant's allegedly admitted prior art (AAPA) in view of KR 1999-0058889 (KR889) or 
USPN 6,191,881 to Tajima. Claims 21-22 stand allowable if rewritten in independent form. To 
facilitate allowance of the present application, Applicant has amended claims 1 and 13 to 
incorporate the features of allowable dependent claims 2 1 -22, respectively. In addition, 
Applicant has cancelled claims 21-22 without prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) is moot. 
Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests entry of the amendments to 
place the application in clear condition for allowance or, in the alternative, in better form for 
appeal.
